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TIIE RUSSIAN ARMY IN 1882. 


Condensed from an article by Col. Sir Lumley Graham, 
Bart., in the Journal of the United Service Insti- 
tution. 


Probably no army in the world has undergone, within 
the last thirty years, such a succession of extensive 
alterations in organization, in administrative arrange- 
ments, and in tactical revulations as that of Russia. 
The Crimean war surprised it during a period of transi 
tion. Further changes of importance were carried out 
after that war. Once more, in 1874, the whole military 
system was remodelled, whilst ever since the peace of | 
Gan Stefano radical reforms have been in progress. 

The revenue and expenditures of the Russian empire 
is as follows, giving the equivalent of the paper roubles 
at its depreciated value in American dollars. The fig- 
ures for 1881 and 1882 are estimates:

The present Emperor, alarmed at the enormous cost 
of the War Department, a cost which the resources of 
the empire seemed inadequate to meet, determined upon 
a course of vigorous retrenchment, and ordered a con- 
siderable reduction of the peace establishment (from 
863,000 men to 756,000), and various other minor econ- 
omies, thanks to which the army budget of 1882 shows, 
ag we have seen, a reduction of nearly $40,000,000, or 
a sum about equivalent to the annual military expendi- 
ture of the United States. 

The miltary system of Russia is based upon the prin- 
ciples of universal liability and of territorial distribu- 
tion. The ordinary duration of service is six years, 
with the colors, and nine with the reserve, though in 
time of war men can be retained as long as desired. 
The Minister of War has by law the power of sending 
any private soldier to the reserve before the completion 
of his active service, and it has been the custom of late, 
from motives of economy, only to keep men four years 
with the colors; but it is intended that in future the 
actual terms of active service shall be prolonged in the 
case of infantry and garrison artillery to five years, and 
in the case of all other branches of the army to the 
full period of six years. Reduction in the length of 
active seryice is also made on account of educational 
proficiency ; ranging from a reduction to four years for 
men who can read and write, to one of 18 months for 
those who have received a university education. There 
are various exemptions and postponements of active 
service allowed, and volunteering is permitted under 
certain conditions. Students at the various military 
schools are considered to be enlisted volunteers; time 
spent in schools counting as service with the colors. 

The annual contingent for 1878, for army, was 207,- 
691; navy, 5,396; for 1879, for army and navy, 
218,000; 1880, army and navy, 231,961. In Septem- 
ber, 1881, the contingent was reduced to 190,000. 
The standard of height is: Guard, 5 ft. 6} in.; Grena- 
diers, cavalry, and artillery, 5 ft. 43 in.; rifles and engi- 
neers, 5 ft. 1} in. 


THE PRESENT TACTICS FOR THE RUSSIAN INFANTRY. 


After along and warm controversy between the two 
schools of tactics, namely, that which adhered to the 
old bayonet tactics naturalized by Suwarow, and that 
which especially favors fire tactics, the latter school 
gaincd the complete ascendency after the war of 
1877-78, and, in Russia as elsewhere, it was recognized 
that infantry fire had become the most important factor 
in modern warfare, offensive as well as defensive. A 
new edition of the Field Exercise Book, in four parts, 
was commenced in the winter of 1879-80, and completed 
in March, 1881. This work, with a supplement on the 
conduct of troops in battle, is now the text-book for the 
Russian infantry. We will n>tice its most remarkable 
points. 

1. The training of soldiers, both individually and col- 
lectively, as skirmishers is recognized as the most im- 
portant part of infantry instruction. 

2. With a view to better fire-discipline, a distinction 

is made between ‘‘slow” and ‘‘rapid” fire which did 
not previously exist. The officer points out the object 
to be aimed at, and names the distance. 
_ 8. When a section extends, the distance between men 
is not to exceed two paces. The smallest link in the 
chain is now the non-commissioned officer’s party of six 
files. No interval is, as a general rule, kept between 
these links. 

Theoretically, skirmishers are kept under control even 
gre than men in close order, no individual initiative 
being allowed. Bugle sounds are reduced to a mini- 
mum. The whistle is used to call attention. Skir- 
mishers rally on their own company reserve, and every 
company covers its awn front. Battalions in the first 
line are usually formed for battle in two lines, each 
composed of two companies in line of company col- 
umns with small intervals, Each company in the fropt 
line then throws out skirmishers, and forms its own re- 
serve ; the two compauies in the second line forming the 
battalion reserve. The amount of interval between 

skirmishers depends upon circumstances, but, as a gen- 
eral rule, a company extended is supposed to occupy a 
front of 250 paces ; that is to say, 500 paces are allowed 


for the front of a battalion, or 1.16 pace per man. It is 
usual for each of the divisions told off for skirmishing 
to send @ small patrol 300 paces in advance, to cover iis 
front, when the enemy is still some 2,000 paces distant, 
so as to postpone its complete extension as long as pos- 
sible.’ In wood-fighting, companies keep up their com. 

munication with one another by means of similar 
patrols. ‘The chain of skirmishers pushed forward by 
the companies in the first line should be reinforced to 
the full strength desired when 800 paces from the 
enemy, the company reserves keeping, when on open 
ground, 500 paces behind them; the battalion reserves 
are 500 paces further to the rear. The formation of 
these reserves will depend upon the nature of the 
ground, and the amount of fire brought to bear upon 
them. If the ground be open, and the fire heavy, line 
formation with open files will be adopted. The advance 
will be as uninterrupted as possible, the skirmishers, 
however, halting, when advisable, to fire. The ex- 
penditure of ammunition should be carefully watched, 
so as 10 reserve as much as possible for close quarters. 

Seven rounds in two minutes should never be exceeded 

at this stage of the combat, which is called the zone of 
advance, 

At 800 paces from the enemy, the assailants are sup- 
posed to enter the sone of attack, which extends to 
within from 300 to 150 paces from the enemy, or, it 
may be said, to the most advanced point at which it 
may be possible to gather for the final rush. During 
this, the seccni stage of the affair, the skirmishers ad- 
vance by rushes of alternate divisions, the company re- 

serves gradually closing up, so as to join them when 
they came to their last halt, remaining themselves, 

however, in compact formation, the battalion reserves 
closing gradually upon the fighting line, which increases 
its fire to the utmost. Now comes the final stage of the 

affair, called the bayonet charge. The skirmishers, fol- 

lowed closely by the company reserves, advance on the 

enemy with drums beating. At about 50 paces from 

the position the word is given to cheer and charge. On 

gaining the position, the reserves, if still in hand, fire 

vollevs on the retreating enemy, who, as a general rule, 

must on no account be pursued except by fresh troops, 

if any should happen to be available, or by those which 

have just attacked, only after they have been rallied 

and reformed. 


Bodies of troops engaged with the enemy are not to 
expect relief, but must hold their ground to the last. 
The retreat of a body of infantry in close proximity 
to the enemy is carried on, if not hardly pressed, in the 
same manner as the second stage of the advance, by 
alternate rushes, covered by the fire of the halted par- 
ties; but if the enemy pursues vigorously, no fixed 
rules are given, except that all commanding positions 
on the line of retreat must be occupied, and that sudden 
offensive returns should be made to check the enemy. 
Cavalry attacks may be received in any formation 
whatever. The chain of skirmishers and the reserves 
only draw towards one another for mutual support if 
the ground is open, and if there is plenty of time to 
make to movement without undue hurry. The skir- 
mishers then form groups, avd the reserves are placed 
in échelon to thesc groups. If the reserveis in column, 
the front divisions deliver their fire from the knee. In 
order to accustom foot-soldiers to horsemen, and vice 
versa, cavalry are made to charge through partially 
extended infantry ; and in the absence of cavalry, par- 
ties of mounted officers, of whom there are from eight 
to twelve in each infantry regiment, are used for this 
practice. 
Infantry and artillery are worked together a great 
deal, and the former are taught that, when guns are 
lost, the disgrace of the Joss falls upon the body of 
infantry which was nearest to them, and which should 
take as great care of them asif specially detached to 
escort them. If guns are occupying commanding 
ground, skirmishers should always be extended in front 
of them, and their reserves behind or on the flank of 
the battery. 
The cadence in marching is now from 116 to 120 
paces per minute, whereas formerly it was only from 
112 to 116. 
The touch is looser in the ranks than formerly. A 
whole hand’s breadth is now allowed, and the rear rauk 
1s now supposed to be the length of a man’s arm from 
the front rank. The position of the soldier is easier 
and less constrained. The manual exercise has been 
simplified. Double columnsare done away with. Open 
column ant line formation of the battalion are only re- 
tained for parade purposes. Squares to resist cavalry 
are no longer used, as itis held that infantry should 
hold their own in any formation against horsemen. 
Company drill is simplified. Battalions are now formed 
either in close column of companies, half companies, 
sections and half sectionsin column by companies (i. ¢., 
mass of company columns), or jn line of company 
columns (a very handy preparatory and manceuvring 
formation). In changes of front companies move inde- 
ndently, and by the shortest line, to their new ground. 
e brigade movements the usual formation of a batta- 
lion is the close column of half companies. There are 
no rill regulations fora larger body of infantry than 
the brigade; and with regard to the latter they are 
limited to its formation in reserve and to its deploymen: 
into lines of battalions at full intervals, which formation 
immediately precedes that for attack. A British officer, 
who is a competent judge, and who has had plenty of 
opportunities of studying the Russian army of late, re- 
marks that ‘‘the infaatry drill is second to nene; and 
the same may be said as to the instruction given to 
young officers. In the winter, they are kept hard at 





theory in barracks from morning to night, and it is 
quite a relief to them when the climate allows them to 
get out of doors.” 

RIFLE SHOOTING—CAVALRY DRILL. 


Although a great stimulus has been given to rifle 
shvoting, the results have by no means been universally 
satisfactory. ‘This is partly due to the scarcity of good 
instructors, want of time and of , but still more 
to the prejudice which still exists in the Russian Army, 
aad in high and influential quarters, too (a prejudice, 
by the way, not altogether confined to Russia), in favor 
of the old bayonet tactics, combined with steady shoul- 
der to shoulder movements, in opposition to the ‘* new 
fangled” theories about fighting in extended order and 
the development of rifle fire. Since the introduction of 
short service, expertness in the exercises of the riding 
school has diminished, but, on the other hand, the reg- 
ular cavalry can ride across country much better 
than they did formerly, owing to an iucrease in the pro- 
portion of the active and enduring, clever and sure-footed 
horses from the Step and the practice of brigading 
Cossack regiments with the 

A strong feeling has of late shown itself in the Rus- 
sian Army in favor of the Cossacks as the beau ideal of 
cavalry, and of substituting the snaffle, at present pecu- 
liar to the Cossacks, for the bit now used py the - 
lars. Riding schools are rather scarce, and therefore 
mounted drill becomes often a great hardship for the 
recruit in winter, as it must be carried on in the open 
air, and frequently during hard frosts. Recruits always 
ride with reins until just before they take their place in 
the squadron, when they go through a few rides with- 
out them. Recruits’ drill goes on till the 1st of May, 
when riding commences with spurs and in close order. 
Immediately after the recruit begins to ride wiih spurs, 
he begins to practice sword exercise on horseback. 
Great attention is paid to this, as also to vaulting on the 
wooden and real horse. The young soldier is taught to 
vault upon his horse whilst the latter is at the walk, 
trot, or gallop; this branch of training being concluded 
by practice in mounting on, and dismounting from, a 
horse in movement and fully caparisoned. 

The paces for Russian cavalry are, at the walk, 125 
paces in a minute, equal to about three and one fourth 
miles an hour ; at the trot, 300 paces in the minute, 
equal to about seven and one half miles an hour; at the 
gallop, 400 paces in the minute, equal to ten and one 
third miles an hour: at the charg, 800 paces for the 
first minute. Much attention has been paid of late, 
here as in Germany, to keeping up a fast pace fora 
considerable time, and, during the summer drills, prac- 
tice of this description is conducted on courses prepared 
for the purpose, the time taken in going over a certain 
distance being carefully noted. These drills last from 
one to two hours, the horses being kept at the walk, 
trot, and gallop in turn. 

Then comes drill in marching order, and chiefly at a 
rapid pace, the duration of which is gradually iength- 
ened to three or four hours. 

Marches are also made, with full field equipment, for 
long distances up to 23 miles out and back, outpost and 
reconnoitring duties being practiced on the way. 

When attacking infantry or cavalry on open ground, 
the line breaks into a trot at 2,000 paces from the 
enemy, into a gallop at from 700 to 800 paces, and into 
the charge at 300 paces. The rear-rank men keep at 
two paces distance from the front rank. Charges in 
extended order may be commenced at once from the 
halt, as well as by a body in movement, the being 
gradually accelerated as above described. The former 
method is applicable to the pursuit of a retiring enemy ; 
the second to attacks upon very distant bodies of ca 

or artillery. As a general rule, men extend at the gal- 
lop, taking up the trot when their extension is com- 
pleted. Should, however, it be intended to extend at 
charging pace, and the same pace to be kept up after- 
wards, the ‘‘charge” will be sounded. As a rule, only 
half the squadron is extended, the other half remaining 
in support; but sometimes the whole squadron is ex- 
tended. Atter an attack, the skirmishers always close 
to the centre, the support moving up towards them. 
Should the skirmishers be recalled by order after clos- 
ing, they move by sections to the flank of the support 
on which they have to form. Should, however, the 
‘‘assembly” sound, the skirmishers rally at full gallop, 
and independently on the formed body, or if there be 
none, On the squadron leader: Charges are always 
directed On some visible object, first at a known, after- 
wards at an unknown distance. They are first prac- 
ticed against an imaginary enemy, afterwards by one 
body of cavalry against another, in which case the 
movement is timed, and the opposing bodies ride 
through ane another's ranks, 

Four particularly well mounted men are selected from 
each section to act as scouts; 7. ¢., 16 for the squadron. 
An officer is selected to command them, and has a non- 
commissioned officer and a trumpeter attached to him. 
Besides these scouts, each squadron has six picked 
troopers or non-commissioned officers, called ‘‘ dosory,” 
or watchmen. When the squadron is advancing, two 
of these men ride in front; when it is retiring, the other 
two keep behind, the remaining two being told off, one 
to precede the squadron, if taking ground to the right, 
the other to perform the same office in case of a move-~ 
ment to the left. They keep at about 800 paces from 
the squadron, and communicate by with the obief. 

Small piquets are further employed for the purpose of 
observation, each consisting of twoor three or more 
troopers under 9n officer Or non-commissioned officer. 
It will be seen, therefore, that outpost, apd reconnais~ 
| sance duties are well provided for in the squadron. 
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The regiment when in line has its four squadrons at 
section interval. 

Wing and puegee commanders the regi- 
mental commander’s cautions; but on leaders do 
so only if their sections are specially named, or if the 
voice of the squadron leader is not clearly heard. The 
executive order was formerly only accompanied by a 
wave of the sword, but of late the practice of replacing 
this by a trumpet signal in particular cases has been in- 
troduced. Deployment and changes of front on the 
move are always executed at an accelerated pace. A 
movement in retreat is on no account to be carried out 
at a quicker pace than the trot. 

Line is formed from regimental column always on the 
leading fraction, and to the left of it unless otherwise 
ordered. When an open regimental column of squad- 
rons, ora line of squadron columns of sections at full 
intervals, is required to form line to the front, each sec. 
tion moves obliquely to its proper post, instead of mak- 
ing two wheels of quarter-circle as was the former 


When line is formed from reserve column, the two 
centre squadrons form to the front on their inner sec- 
ticns, whilst the other squadrons wheel outwards by 
sections, and, when they have got their proper distances, 
wheel up again and form line on the centre squadrons. 

At the special request of the Emperor, the old move- 
ment of retiring by echelon of wings, each of which 
shows front alternately to cover the retreat of the other, 
has been retained. 

Echelon movements, both to front and rear, and also 
to a flank, are much ticed, both from line and from 
squadron column. The “ half-columa” formation of 
the Germans, é. ¢. the movement in oblique echelon of 
squadrons, after wheeling up the eighth of a circle, is 
much used. Line may be formed on the leading body 
of an echelon, either by those in rear accelerating their 

while that in front moves on steadily, or by mak- 
ng the latter move at a walk oreven halt. A regiment 
must never charge iu one line, unless its flanks be cov- 
ered by other troops; if this is not the case, a portion 
of the regiment must always be held back in reserve. 
When acting against cavalry, the rule is to show as 
wide a front as possible, and to aim at turning the en- 
emy’s flanks. In all other cases, especially when charg- 
ing formed infantry, the attack should be made by 
successive lines not less than two in number. The 
scouts and flankers of each squadron are under a non- 
commissioned officer, an officer commanding those of 
the wing (two squadrons. ) 
ng on foot is in great favor with Russian cav- 
airy, including the Cossacks, particularly since the in- 
troduction of the Berdan musket and carbine. 

Dismounted cavalry are trained, like infantry, to 
throw up earthworks and charge with the bayonet; in 
fact, the aim is to make cavalry feel itself able to act 
independently under all circumstances, and it is hoped 
that without sacrificing the efficieucy of cavalry in its 
primary employment, that of fighting on horseback, it 
may be ible at the same time to train it so thor- 
oughly for dismounted action as to place at a Russian 
General’s dis a great mass of horsemen provided 
with ent ing tools and fit to measure themselves on 
foot with the enemy’s infantry, whilst equal, when 
mounted, to any encounter with his cavalry. A force 
of this description, acting in front of the main army or 
on the flanks and rear of the enemy, will doubtless ex- 
ercise a great effect in warfare. The question, as yet 
undecided, and about which opinicns in all countries 
are much divided, is whether troops can be made to act 
with real and equal efficiency both on foot and on horse- 

The Russians are preparing to try the experi- 
ment on a very large scale. The result willbe watched 
with interest. Firing from the saddle is only allowed 
with the revolver, or exceptionally to give the alarm, 
and horsemen are taught that the sabre is their only 
arm for attack, which must always be conducted with 
the utmost energy. 

There is in the Russian service a school uf thinkers 
who discard the idea of —T!". regular cavalry in 
the manner hitherto habitual in European armies, as 
quite out of place in these days, and who advocate the 
use of mounted troops after the American fashion, to 
which they consider the Cossack nature admirably 
adapted. 








SaTIsFAcTORY results were obtained in a further 
series of trials with Vavasseur’s naval gun carriages, 
and Zngineering holds that this system, of mounting 
ordnance marks an important progress in naval artillery.

This is be no means 
certain. Louis Philippe’s grandson descends from Philip Duke 
cf Orleans, who was brother of Louis XIV., but there are direct 
descendants of Louis XIV. in the persons of Don Qarlos of Spain 
and his son, Don Jaime, a boy of 13, who ia understood to be the 
heir to the Comte de Chambord's private property. Don Osrlos 
springs from the stock ut Philip V., Louis .’8 grandson, who 
on accepting the Spanish crown formally renounced for himself 
and his heirs forever all claims to the Bourbon succession in 
France. But in 1830 Ferdinand VIL. abrogated the Salic law that 
his daughter might succeed him; and Philip V.’s descendants in 
the direct male live being thus excluded from the throne, Don 
Carlos claims that the act of renunciation made under the Salic 
law has become void. It might exercise the wits of jurists to de- 
termine whether an exiled Spanish King could become a French- 
man like his foretatbers by a mere act of volition; but the atrength 
of Bon Carlos’s position as possible heir to imaginary rights does 
not rest only on the fact that he is a Bourbon of straighter lineage 
than the Comte de Paris, and that he married the daughter of 
the Comte de Chambord’s only sister.

His pride in his good name 
has kept him out of numerous chances to make money by shrewd 
enhancement of real estate by legislation. He was the it Gov- 
ernor of the State. His management of the Sioux war was

Tue War Department is proposing to drop for deser- 
tion Post Chaplain Toussaint Mesplie, who has been ab- 
sent without leave since January last. In answer to 
communications from the Department ordering him to 
return home and report for duty, he represents that his 
health is impaired, and his physician advises him to 
continue his travels. When last heard trom he was in 
London. There are charges pending against him here 
for issuing pay accounts for full pay when he was enti- 
tled to only leave of absence pay; which may explain 
his unwillingness to report himself. If he does not re 
turn, and that very soon, he will certainly be dropped 
as a deserter; and if he should return, a court-martial 
will be convened immediately for his trial. 











Lrgvr. J. D. Jzrrotp Kettr, U. 8. Navy, publishes 
in Harper’s Magazine for August an illustrated article, 
‘The Modern Yacht,” in which he sets forth the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of the two types—the 
American sloop and the English cutter—giving his 
preference to the cutter as the best boat for sea work. 
Of the sloop he says: “for short runs in summer 
within land, penned rivers, or in harbors and in sounds, 
it will, under a modified form, hold its place for years, 
and under its own conditions it will be unsurpassed for 
speed. But it is not the best all-around boat, and 
where the best general results under the greatest number 
of circumstances are desired, the deep boat, whether 
cutter or simple keel, must be employed.” The article 
opens with an interesting history of the progress of 
American yachting, commencing with the triumph of 
the yacht America on the Solent, August 22, 1857. If, 
says Mr. Kelly, some fair measurement rule could be 
adopted, ‘‘so that boats may race upon actual and not 
upon fictitious values, and the different squadrons can 
meet and compete upon equal terms, then will our 
yachting take again that hold upon national interest 
which made it twenty-five years since the pride and 
boast of American sailors everywhere.” 








Tue results of the abolition of purchase in the Eng- 
lish Army are not altogether satisfactory, if we are to 
accept the opinion of the Army and Navy Gazette. 
There has, it says, ‘‘existed for some time past a wide 
spread feeling of dissatisfaction, not only in the Army, 
but among a large section of the public who take an 
interest in service matters, at the extent to which the 
cramming system is being carried. A young man, nowa- 
days, in order to secure a commission in the Army, has 
to set aside those pursuits which would best fit him for 
the profession to which he aspires, and to lay himself 





sufficient for 20,000 is in place and in perfect working order, 


out for,becoming a veritable bookworm. Unless he 





does this, there is no hope for him. And even after he 
has joined the service, the cramming must still go on. 
He may be ever so good a soldier, but unless he can 
scrape through successive examinations, each compris- 
ing a number of catch questions, there is no future be- 
fore him. ‘The whole character of the service has un- 
dergone a change since the abolition of Purchase,’ we 
heard a War Office official contend a short time since. 
Indeed it has, and we confess that we do not think that 
the change has been for the better ; so far, at least, as 
the system of promotion of officers is concerned. 
Whatever the arguments were against Purchase, under 
its baneful influences, as they were by some considered, 
the British Army was able to command the services of 
office:s who invariably led their men to glory.” 

We find a similar complaint in the Gentleman’s Maga- 
zine of the competitive examinations for employment 
in the civil service, ‘‘which threatens to reduce all our 
young men to one dead level of Chinese mediocrity.” 
As we are fast following English precedents in the mat- 
ter of examinations for the public service, it may be 
well to consider its disadvantages as well as its advan- 


tages. 








On the 19th of June last the English bark Zrne, 
Captain J. G. Douglass, arrived in Boston from Manila. 
She had on board as ship’s carpenter a Chinaman named 
Ah Chuog, who was shipped at Manila. On his arrival 
in Boston Ah Chung signified his desire to leave the 
ship, threatening to desert, and to avoid trouble, ac- 
cording to the captain’s statement, he was paid and dis- 
charged, upon which the captain was arrested for ille- 
gally bringing a Chinaman to this country. The sections 
of the law under which the captain is held are: 


Chapter 126, Section 2, Tuat the master of any vessel who 
shall knowingly bring within the United States ou such vessels, 
and land or permit to be lauded, any Chinese laborer, from any 
foreign port or place, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than five hundred dollars for each and every such Chinese la- 
borer so brought, and may be also imprisoned for a term not ex- 
ceeding one year. 

Section 19. That every vessel, whose master shall knowingly 
violate any of the provisions of this act, shall be deemed for- 
feited to the United States, and shall be liable to seizure and con- 
demnation in any district of the United States into which such 
vessdl may enter, or in which she may be found. 


It is the custom to ship and employ Chinese on board 
our ships of war on the Asiatic and other stations as 
servants, and at times as firemen. Would not the cap- 
tains of our vessels of war be liable to the fine of $500 
for allowing such Chinese to land in ports of the United 
States ? Of course the vessels already belonging to the 
United States could not be forfeited, but a $500 fine 
would not be an agreeable addition to the month’s ex- 
penses, not to speak of imprisonment. 








In addition to the twelve civilians designated some 
time ago to appear before an examining board at For- 
tress Monroe, October 1, to undergo examination for 
appointment to 2d lieutenancies in the Army, the Presi- 
dent on Tuesday selected the following three young 
gentlemen to appear before the same board: J. B. 
Vance, of North Carolina, son of Senator Vance ; John 
D. Clay, of Kentucky, grandson of Henry Clay, and 
J. Harry Duval, of Pennsylvania, formerly of Wash- 
ington City. A sufficient number of civilians have 
now been designated to fill a!l the vacancies existing up 
to June 30, except the three vacancies in the Engineer 
Corps, which will only be fiiled by assignments of 
graduates of West Point. The vacancies that have oc- 
curred since that time will, of course, not be filled until 
next year. 

We hear most excellent reports of the young gentle- 
men selected, and hope they may pass a successful ex- 
amination, of which no doubt is expressed. 








AroniTeots who read of the proceedings in the case 
of Capt. Kress, of the Ordnance Department, will thank 
their lucky stars that they are not in the Army. There 
would be no end of mourning if they were held 
to as strict a reckoning for a discrepancy between their 
estimates and the actual cost of their buildings. Capt. 
Kress might well plead in his defence the usages of the 
profession he was temporarily practising. There would 
seem to have been no worse offence on his part than a 
mistake of calculation, and we hope the finding of the 
court will show this. 








Masor Nickerson, it appears from the letter of our 
Washington correspondent, wishes to resign from the 
Army because the newspapers have obtruded into his pri- 
vate affairs. From this we may judge that everything 
would have beex lovely for the Major if there had been 
no newspapers ; then he could not have been required 
by law, as he was, publish a citation upon his wife 
in his divorce proceedings in two newspapers, and she 
might have been kept in ignorance of his desire to 
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choose another partner, and the fact of- his marriage 
to Miss Carter might have never been made public. It 
is the newspapers, evidently, that have made all of the 
trouble; for no one can fora moment suspect that Major 
Nickerson has not behaved like an officer and a gentle- 
man throughout the whole proceeding. What a pity it 
is, then, that the Army should be deprived of his ser- 
vices because Cadmus invented Ictters. 








THE NAVY IN THE WAR. 


Wits the volumes* of Rear-Admiral Ammen and 
Commander Mahan the,Messrs. Scribner bring to a close 
their series of naval histories, which so admirably sup- 
plement the series of campaigns on the land. 

Admiral Ammen’s work, after a preliminary review 
of the condition of the Navy, treats chiefly of the opera- 
tions on the Carolina coasts, embracing those at Port 
Royal, Charleston, Hatteras Inlet, Roanoke Island, 
Newbern, and Fort Fisher. With these are included 
sketches of operations on the Florida and Georgia coasts, 
a discussion of the monitors, and an account of the 
career of the Alsemarie. 

The description of the Port Royal fight, in which the 
author was Lieutenant, commanding the Seneca, brings 
up some amusing incidents, one of them being that of 

«the Unadilla, whose machinery became disabled, caus- 
ing her to pursue an eccentric orbit, so that her com- 
mander had to hail the other vessels, and ask them to 
get out of the way, because he could not stop. ‘‘ As 
he swept by again and again, the droll song,” says Ad- 
miral Ammen, ‘‘of the man with the cork leg that 
would not let him tarry, was brought tomind.” In the 
subsequent operations on the Florida coast, the Flag- 
officer paid a compliment to the harmony which existed 
between his forces and the troops uuder General H. G. 
Wright. 

The naval attack on Charleston, early in April, 1863, 
although ‘‘ mortifying to all of the officers and men en- 
gaged in it,” from the poverty of the results reaped, is 
shown to have been not due to any lack of enterprise 
on the part of the fleet. While describing it the author 
gives a sharp side-thrust at Chief Engineer Stimers, for 
his drawings and calculations of the 21 light-draught 
monitors. The Chimo was the first one finished. ‘*In- 
stead of being fifteen inches out of water, she was only 
three inches, on an average, showing a miscalculation 
of one foot, The Department immediately removed 
Mr. Stimers from the position of general superinten- 
dent.” <A brief account is given of the monitors, which 
reads something like an epitaph, since it is put on the 
ground that ‘‘these vessels have had their day, and 
will pass out of the knowledge of the reader in coming 
years.” The famous capture of the Atlanta by Capt. 
John Rodgers in the Weehawken 18 treated of rather 
shortly. <A feeling tribute is paid to that fine officer, 
Rear-Admiral Dupont : 

Professionally, he was thoroug!ly able, he possessed un- 
daunted courage, energy, and zeal; his education was of a high 
ordar, and his character might well serve as a model in every re- 
spect. He had the rare ability to make the best use of the per- 
sonnel and the material uuder his control, and to ‘maintain over 
no less than forty harbors, inlets, and channel ways, as rigorous 
a blockade as it was in the power of man to accomplish with the 
vessels which were at his disposal. In appearance he was dis- 
tinguished, over six feet in height, admirably proportioned, 
graceful and urbane, with an intelligent expression and action. 
It will not be considered adulatory by those who knew him to 
say that no officer in our Navy within the past half century, was 
aay with a more distinguished appearance or exalted char- 

In the troubles between Admiral Dahlgren and Gen. 
Gillmore,; and also those between the former and the 
Department, the author takes the Admiral’s part, quot- 
ing freely from the biography recently issued by Mrs. 
Dahlgren. He speaks of the fine service rendered by 
Capt. Rowan in the Jronsides during the night engage- 
ment of Sept. 7 at Charleston. The sinking of the 

Weehawken he proncunces to be ‘‘clearly preventable 
up to within a few minutes of the occurrence.” To 
Commander George W. Rodgers, who was killed in ac- 
tion on board the Catskill, a tribute is paid. He was 
Ammen’s classmate, and the author says that he never 
met him without deriving “an iucreased appreciation 
of his great professional aptitude.” 

The operations around Newbern are described at 
some length, and one of the most animated portions of 
the book is the one referring to Lieut. Cushing’s famous 
exploit. ‘‘A more heroic picture can hardly be con- 
ceived than Cushing standing in the bows of his launch 
Tunning head on to the Albemarle, the glare of the fire 
on shore throwing its lights and shadows on the doomed 
ram, and illuminating the man, who pushed on, placed 
the torpedo by his own hand where he desired, exploded 
it, and received at the same time, at the cannon’s mouth, 
the blast of a 100-pounder rifle. He was at that time

twenty-one years old.” It is added that he resembled 
an engraving of Schiller at that age. His dispatches 
showed “‘a poetic vein, at times of great humor.” In 
the account of the bombardment of Fort Fisher it is 
said that the Zronsides ‘“‘took her position in the most 
beautiful and seamanlike manner.” 

Commander Mahan opens his volume with a pre- 
liminary account of the operations prior to the formal 
attempt to reconquer the Mississippi. It contains a 
sharp criticism on the panic into which an improvised 
Confederate ram threw Flag Officer McKean’s fleet, 
consisting of the Richmond, Vincennes, Preble, and 
Water Witch, Oct. :2, 1861, in the Mississippi. They 
ail beat a hasty retreat, except the little Water Witch, 
which was commanded by Lieut. Francis Winslow. The 
affair, we are told, was one of intense mortification to 
the flag officer, and was ‘‘the natural outcome of not 
having his resources in hand.” 

The main portion of Commander Mahan’s book is 
devoted to the naval operations on the Mississippi, 
which ended in opening that river, in 1862 and 1863, 
from Cairo to the Gulf. Some of these operations have 
been touched upon by Lieut. Greene and others in the 
military series, but Commander Mahan has had no diffi- 
culty in showing that much remained to be said. In 
conscientious industry of preparation, in grasp of his 
subject and general coup d’ail, in careful finish of de- 
tails and in frankness and general fairness of criticism, 
the author leaves nothing to be desired. He follows the 
approved methods of students snd historizns, and his 
narrative is throughout picturesque and instructive. 

First, the operations from thé north, trying to force 
the river southward, are described. Mr. Eads’s famous 
seven gunboats, named after cities on the rivers they 
were to defend, and which, ‘‘ with the Benton, formed 
the backbone of the river fleet throughout the war,” are 
introduced on the scene. These eight, the Cairo, 
Carondolet, Cincinnati, Louisville, Mound City, Pitts. 
burg, St. Louis, and Benton, ‘‘ may be fairly called the 
ships of the line of battle on the western waters.” 
Foote’s capture of Fort Henry and vigorous but unsuc- 
cessful essay against Fort Donelson form the first events 
of importance in this record. A just tribute is paid to 
the daring conduct of the Carondolet, Capt. Henry 
Walke, in running the batteries of Island No. 10. Two 
men, Charles Wilson, heaving the lead, sometimes knee 
deep in water that boiled ever the forecastle, and Theo- 
dore Gilmore, : : officer, repeating to the pilot the 
leadsman’s muttered ‘‘ no bottom,” were exposed alike 
to a terrible storm and to the enemy’s fire. This pas- 
sage of the Carondolet is pronounced ‘‘one of the most 
daring and dramatic events of the war,” as well as the 
death-blow to the Confederate defence of the position. 
Afterwards, running batteries became more familiar; 


of gallant feats, among them being the coolness of Cons- 
mander Stevens of the Winnebago, who walked quietly 
giving his orders from turret to turret directly undex 
the enemy’s guns; the heroic couduct of Ensign Fields, 
a mere lad, who saved many of the Tecwmseh’s men ; 
Capt. Jouett’s distinguished gallantry ; and Farragut’s 
own famous pushing ahead, when torpedoes were 
reported. As a whole, this is perhaps the most in- 
teresting chapter of the book. 








RIFLE PRACTICE AS A PASTIME. 

Broad Arrow has some remarks on the Wimbledor 
meeting which have their application to this country. 
It says: ‘*The mission of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion is to encourage guod shooting, and this can best be 
effected in the army by organizing competition. Th® 
volunteers themselves may require no special incentive 
to become good shots. They take an interest in shoot- 
ing as they would in any other manly sport. The regu- 
lar soldier, however, does not as yet view practice at 
the butts in this light; but his association with the vol- 
unteers at Wimbledon is calculated to give him a taste 
for shooting, the development of which is a condition 
of the efficiency of the army in this respect. A soldier 
will never be made a good marksman by means of in- 
struction and practice alone. He must help himself, 
and this mere regulations cannot secure that he will do- 
But if shooting can be made a pastime instead of a toil, 
an improvement in the practice of the army will surely 
take place. This is really the solution of the shooting 
difficulty. The army is supplied with an arm which 
has hitherto been regarded as the best rifle that exists; 
but even the days of the Martini-Henry are now num- 
bered, and next year it will be replaced by a magazine 
arm which should be three times as effective. But 
rapid shooting will be of little advantage if the bullets 
do not hit their mark; and it is absolutely necessary 
that while the rifle is heing perfected the service should 
be educated up to its use. The National Rifle Associa- 
tion gives the Horse Guards some material assistance in 
this respect, but the Wimbledon meeting 1n itself can- 
not have much direct effect. All it can be expected to 
do is to engender a taste for rifle practice, which it will 
rest with the War Office to develop. The success of 
the association proves that it is not difficult to make 
shooting popular; and the authorities should adopt the 
policy of rendering rifle practice something of a pastime, 
in place of persevering in the old-fashioned theory that 
duty must necessarily be in the nature of a toil.” 

Judging from the comments of the British Military 
press, the system of money prizes to the army for profi- 
ciency in shooting has been eminently successful. Under 
previous regulations the anuual prizes varied in amount 
from £2 to 10s., and as the winners are also entitled to 
wear on their arms badges denoting their skili, there 





but at that time it was novel, and Walke himself was 
the only officer in the ‘‘council of captains” who 
favored the plan. Te Fovte well-merited praise is 
given, and the gallantry of Colonel Charles Ellet, Jr., 
with his famous fleet of rams and his naval brigade, is 
commended. 

Farragut’s passage of Forts St. Philip and Jackson, 
with its many instances of gallantry and good seaman- 
ship, open the description of the attempt to force a way 
up the river from the south. Moore’s admirable hand- 
ling of the Manassas is mentioned, and also the various 
gallant performances of the various Union vessels. 
Farragut’s rapidity in following up his victory is 
specially spoken of, and the author inclines to the view 
that the assistance renderec by Porter’s mortar fleet 
was important and effective. 

The occupation of the river at Vicksburg is next 
spoken of, and then the recoil produced by the unex- 
pected activity of the ram Arkansas in the Yazoo river. 
The Arkansas was afterward blown up, it will be re- 
membered, by her own crew, to avoid capture. The 
subsequent passage of the Confederate batteries by the 
gallant Ellet, at that time nineteen years old, in the 
Queen of the West receives due credit, and also the 
many other brilliant performances at Grand Gulf, 
Vicksburg, and Port Hudson. The operations on the 
Red river and in Texas furnish a very interesting chap- 
ter, during which Bailey’s famous dam is described. 

The action at Mobile closes the narrative. A clear 
account is given of the defects and merits of the Con- 
federate ram Tennessee, the former of which were a 
lack of speed and the carrying of her steering chains 
over her armored deck, which exposed them to an ene- 
my’s fire. The immortal courtesy of Craven, which 
should link his name with Sidney’s, is spoken of. Craven 
had pushed the Tecumseh at the enemy, when a torpedo 
exploded under her. ‘‘ The pilot and he instinctively 
made for the narrow opening leading to the turret be- 
low. Craven drew back: ‘After you, pilot,’ he said. 





There was no afterward for him; the pilot was saved, 
but he went down with his ship.” This action was full 


has been some healthy competition in regiments in the 
practice at the ranges. As a further incentive in this 
direction, the money prizes have been increased, and 
hereafter the best shot of the prize winners and unpaid 
Jance corporals of the regiment is to be granted £5, and 
the second best £3, while a prize of £3 is to be shot for 
by the corporals. The company and troop prizes are 
£2 10s., if the company numbers forty men and up. 
wards, or £2 if the company is only thirty strong. All 
marksmen, without reference to their number, are to 
receive £1, which, under the previous regulation, was 
given to only 10 per cent. of those who had practiced 
through the annual course. This system of rewards 
seems, from all we can learn, to have had an excellent 
effect in enlisting the interest of the soldiers themselves 
in rifle practice, and without that interest no substantial 
result can well be expected. It has made practice with 
the rifle at the butts as much a pastime as a duty, and 
every care has been taken to prevent anything like the 
spirit of gambling from entering into the competitions. 

How far such a system might_be beneficial for our own 
service, it is scarcely time as yet to say, for the interest 
in rifle shooting in the Army seems still unabated. But 
if a time should come when a stimulus is needed, a sys- 
tem of money prizes, so guarded as to prevent abuse, 

might not be unworthy of a trial. 


UNIFORMS FOR THE NAVY. 

Tue order we publish this week suspending the order 
reguiating naval uniforms will be received with a wel- 
come by a majority cf the officers of the Navy, prob- 
ably four-fifths. We understand that five thousand 
copies of the new regulations came to the Department, 
having the signature of the Secretary of the Navy, aud 
they were being distributed by the chief clerk in the 
usual course, when Acting Secretary Nichols, who did 
not think that the Secretary intended the order to be 
promulgated until his return, issued a general order sus- 
pending the regulations. Subsequently, he received a 
telegram from the Secretary directing the suspension. 
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Petitions against any radical change in the uniform 
regulations were, as soon as the subject of the present 
regulations was agitated, filed in the Navy Department 
by officers of every grade. Notwithstanding this, the 
new regulations were approved, apparently Jan. 22 
last, by the Secretary, though their printing and pro- 
mulgation have been delayed until now. It is not sup- 
posed that the Secretary was fully apprised of the seri- 
ous character of the changes introduced by the new 
regulations, or he would have given them more con- 
sideration. 

It is evident that the uniform of naval officers is 
tinkered w _— entirely too much. There was no gencral 
complaint, far as known, of the uniform now worn. 
It was adopted after mature consideration, and the 
changes from time to time were made after reflection. 
The Board on Navy Regulations, recently in session, 
deliberated upon the question of uniform. This board 
was composed of officers of distinction, of all grades; 
and whatever it agreed on it is presumed would have 
been entirely satisfactory to the whole Service. The 
delay, however, in the adoption of the new ‘blue 
book,” as it is commonly called, allowed others tu take 
hold of the subject of uniform, the result of which is 
the publication just sent abroad. 

The only way to finally and satisfactorily dispose of 
this questioa is for the Department to approve of uni- 
fori regulations prepared by such a board, as that re- 
cently in session ; and then to ask Congress to give them 
statutory effect. When that is done, no change can be 
made except by virtue of law. This will take it out of 
the power of any Secretary, Chief of Bureau, or other 
especial officer on duty in the Department, to interfere, 
and the officers will not be subjected to the expense 
and annoyance of continual changes. 

It is fair to say, however, that although these pro- 
posed regulations have caused much discussion, and do 
not appear to meet with general favor, the advocates 
for them strenuously insist that they embrace but few 
new features; that those that are new are great im- 
provements and actually needed ; that their nature and 
extent have been ignorantly or unintentionally exag- 
gerated ; that little, if any, additional expense would be 
involved in their introduction, as some extravagant re- 
quirements have been discarded; and that all this can 
be readily seen by any clear-headed, dispassionate offi- 
cer who will take pains to examine into the subject. 








Tue London Figaro, criticising the provisions of

Tue receipts for subscriptions tothe Army anp Navy 
Journat for the twenty-nine weeks of this year, 1888, 
up to and including this week, are considerably in 
excess of the subscription receipts of the corresponding 
period of last year. 


We learn that Colonel Alfred Mordecai, of the Ordnance 
Corps, commanding Watervliet Arsenal, has been directed to 
construct an ammunition chest of Bessemer steel, opening to 
the rear instead of on top, as heretofore, with the projectiles 
horizontally placed. The partitions are of galvanized iron, 
supported by brass and bolstered with rubber, the traya be- 
ing of copper. The chests are for trial with tbe new light 
artillery iron carriages. The trays are from designs fur- 
nished by Gen. Hagadorn at the request of the Light Artil- 
lery Board. 


Cox. Casey reports that the approaches of the north wing of 
the State, War, and Navy Dept. building will be entirely com- 
pleted, including the adjacent sidewalks, in the fall of the 
present year. For the west and centre wings, it is expected 
that the site will be cleared in March by the demolition of 
the old building of the Navy Department ; that the excava- 
tions for foundations will be completed in the spring of 1884, 
and that before the close of the fiscal year the concrete 
foundations will be laid, and the masonry of the courtyard 
coal vaults, aud area walls well under way. By that timo all the 
cut granite for the area walls, sub-basement, and ths lower 
half of the front walls, and the first and second stories of 
the front walls, will probably be delivered on the ground. 
No interruptions may, therefore, occur in the masonry work 
for want of stone, as has frequently been the case hereto- 
fore, from the deficiency of funds to procure it in good sea- 
son. The total amounts expended during the year were on 
north wing, $1,816,190, and on west and centre wings, $153,- 
133; balance of appropriation on hand July 1, 1888, $853,- 
656.53; newa r opriation required to continue the construc- 
tion of tho and centre wings for the fiscal yoar ending 
Jane 30, 8 0,000.

THE ILGES COURT-MARTIAL. 


Tue General Court-martial for the ¢rial of Lieut.-Col. 
th Infantry, on a charge of duplication of his 
duly assembled at St. Paul, Tuesday, July 17. 
Hant, Gilbert, Hatch, Black, Carlin, and Roy- 
h, Gibson, Mizner, and Chipman, and 
Major Livingston, members of the court, and Capt. Myrick, 
the Judge-Advocate, were present. Lieut.-Col. Alexander, 
who was in St. Paul, was unable, by reason of sickness, to 
attend. Col. Iiges was present and conducted his own de- 
fence. Cols. Hunt rot Gilbert, on the challenge of Col. 
liges, were excused from serving on the court. _ 
The first witness called was Josiah H. Squier, banker, 
who testified to the signature of Col. Iiges upon two pay 
accounts for the months of July and August, 1882, which 
through his bank. Major William Smith, Paymaster 
at St. Paul, was the next witness. He testified that the pay 
account of Col. Ilges for the month of August, 1882, had 
come to him from the Bank of Minnesota as late as March, 
1883, and that he had declined to pay it until after making 
inquiry at Washington, because he had fcashed pay accounts 
for later months and could not understand how the month 
of August could have been overlooked. Major Smith wrote 
to the Paymaster-General and learned that the account of 
Col. Iiges for August had been paid at 1.20 o’clock. 
On Wednesday, at the request of Colonel Iiges, the Hon- 
orable Martin Maginnis of Montana, was summoned as a 
witness for the defence. He may not reach St. Paul before 
next week. Paymaster A. E. Bates, U.S. A., a witness for 
the prosecution, was examined, and then Mr. Scheffer, of 
the banking firm of Smith and Scheffer. He stated that on 
or about June 29, 1882, Col. Iiges was indebted to the firm 
for $333.33, the amount of one month’s pay, and that the 
firm held Col. Iiges’s June pay accounts, which he had depos 
ited with them. Onthe day mentioned the June amount 
was withdrawn from deposit and the August amount sub- 
stituted for it by Col. Ilges and‘placed to his credit at the 
time. Acheck for $20 was received from Col Iiges on Aug. 
1%: The Colonel was further indebted to the firm for $475, 
money advanced on a note paid upon checks, and there was 
also an overdraft of $150. The November and December 
y accounts had been left as collateral, and when the note 
Coveme due all the pay accounts—August, November and 
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Pecember—were discounted. After paying all of the dis- 
counts there was a balance of $37.63 to Col. Ilges’s credit. 
When witness afterward sent the pay accounts to Major 
Smith, Paymaster at St. Paul, to be cashed, they were re- 
turned with the statement that the pay bad been overdrawn. 
Mr. Scheffer stated that bis relations with the former had 
always been of # pleasant, social characier. Col, Iiges’s per- 
sonal note would have been regarded good if the Colonel 
had been in the city where he could be easily reached, in- 
stead of in Washington. The transactions of the Colorel 
were all through witness personally. On the redirect exam- 
ination the details of the transactions were brought out 
and an account exhibited showing business of Col. Ilges 
with the bank amou nting to $2,300. 








AN ATTACK ON GENERAL CROOK. 


Tue Philadelphia Press says, ‘The statement of State 
Senator Gibbs, of Texas, that General George Crook had 
been captured by the Apache or Chiricahuas instead of cap- 
turing the savages in their mountain fastness in the Sierra 
Madres, received yesterday a plausible affirmation by a Cce- 
spatch from Washington. In it the statement was made 
that an officer acquainted with every stage of the conference 
between Secretaries Lincoln and Teller, Commissioner Price 
and the General had disclosed the information that Crook 
virtually admitted his defeat by the Indians during bis late 
campaign against them in the past Winter or Spring. In- 
stead of corralling the Apaches, the declaration was made 
that General Ciook had been gathered in by the Indians, 
and was only allowed to depart witbout injury to bimeself or 
command, on the condition that the Indians should be put 
on the San Carlos reservation.” 

Capt. Bourke is quoted by the Press, as sayingin reply to 
this: 

“Ido not knowthatI am right in saying anything without 
instructions; but, to defend the absent, 1 can only add _ to what I 
bave told you that when we penetrated the range and captured 
the two camps with the ponies and the Indian families every- 
thing was done that could be done. The interier of the moun- 
tains had been fully penetrated, and two runners came to us 
with the information that all the Indians wanted was to be 
moved back on to the San Carlos reservation. They desired psace 
with the Americans, but they showed the utmost contempt for 
the Mexicans, whom they had overpowered on all previous occa- 
sions, simply by rolling rocks on them from the thousand and 
one pinnacles comprising their rocky fortress, General Crook 
achieved the main object of his expedition, and—’’ with an 
emphatic bang of his hand on the table, Captuin Bourke added, 
“the General, [am sure, never admitted that he was defeated. 
In the Sierra Madres is a country unknown in its resources for 
defence to you people who live in the East, with your gently 
rolling slopes and a mildly similiar series of mountains on the 
Alleghany ridge. In the terrible country into which Crook made 
his way there might be a hundred Indians, and if you killed or 
captured nine-tenths of tbem the other tenth would carry on_a 
detensive warfare for an interminable time, killing off both troops 
and animals of the attacking torce out of all proportion to the 
defenders. Crook only did what was right,’’ concluded Captain 
Bourke, ‘‘ and he was not defeated. Isay this positively, with- 
out regard to the assertions of so-called State senators or of mil- 
itary dudes in Washington City.” 

Secretary Lincoln, who was interviewed at Atlanta City, 
is quoted as saying that he had seen the sensational des- 
patch from Washington in regard to the alleged confession 
made by Gen. Crook in a conference held on last Saturday 
week in Washington. He denounced the report as utterly 
without foundation, and said he could not understand how 
it could have originated. He said the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior, the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, Gen. Crook and 
himself were the only persons present at the conference, 
and, therefore, there could have been no one to overhear 
and report their conversation, as alleged. He further said 
that Gen. Crook’s campaign against the Apache Indians had 
been in the highest degree satisfactory to the War Depart- 
ment, and that the General had made a straightforward 
statement of his manceuvres in the Sierra Madres, his cap- 
ture of the Iadian village and the subsequent negotiations. 

Gov. Tritle, of Arizona, in a recent interview on the sub- 
ject of Gen. Crook’s Apache policy, said: ‘The Apaches are 
committing further depredations, the responsibility of which 
cannot be fixed on any individual. When one commits a 
murder all should suffer. Gen. Crook’s military control of 
the Territory has resulted in a great improvement of the 
Apaches. The Indians who were placed on the reservation 
have remained there. The people of the Territory view 
Gen. Crook's policy as their salvation.”

THE NEW NAVY UNIFORM. 
Wasuineton, July 20. 


NEARLY every officer you talk with has a different view 
regarding the proposed new Naval uniform. This may not 
seem unnatural, however, when it is considered that but few 
civilians have the same opinions and habits regarding dress. 
There is probably more unanimity of opinion regarding the 
shonider strap than any other feature of the new regula- 
tions. There seems to be a strong feeling in favor of its re- 
tention. This was one of the principal objections contained 
in the protest signed by the majority of officers in Washing- 
ton when it was first learned that new regulations had been 
prepared. They held that this was the only distinctively 
American feature of our present style of uniform and for 

_ this reason, if no other, it should be maintained. 

In the absence of Secretary Chandler it is difficult to say 
what the outcome of the opposition to the recently issued 
circnlar will be, but it is generally believed that he will not 
permit the order to go into effect if he finds that its adoption 
would prove distasteful to the majority of those concerned. 
In all probability the subject will be referred to a new board 
and the matter carefully discussed, until a set of regulations 
is adopted which will meet with the approbation, as far as 
possible, of all Naval officers. Then it is hoped that Con- 
grees will take the matter in band, and so legislate as to 
make the set of regulations adopted standard and final. 

The officers who favor the changes in uniforms insiat that 
they ere necessary for uniformity in the service and so far 
from increasing expenses, will largely reduce them. 

Captain J. G. Walker, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
takes this view of the question. He says that ‘there is not 
& regulation coat, uow in use, that cannot be worn under the 
new rules. A great hue and cry has been raised against 
the proposed overcoat, while it will be seen that if an officer 
Posserses the regulation overcoat now in vogue (and not one 
in ten does) he will only have to take off the brass buttons, 
throw away the cape and put on a three inch belt with a 
buckle, and it will comply strictly with the new regu- 
lations on that article of dress. He further says that the 
changes, in addition, simply authorize a heimet in place of 
straw hats, white caps and white cap covers, heretofore worn; 
& white duck blouse, or service cost, in place of a double- 
Lreasted short white jacket, and a different form of cap, 
with distinguishing marks for commanding officers, The 
number of full-dress sword belts is reduced from 9 to 4 ; in 
other words, the number of belts which an officer must buy 
between the grades of midshipman and rear admiral is less 
by five, and saves him about $75. The shape of the cocked 
hat has not been changed, but a loop of gold lace has been 


added, increasing the cost perbaps half a dollar. Officers 
generally favor a new cap. Many officers of the Medical 
Corps have advocated for years a distinctive badge for the 
corps and a change in the color of the velvet worn on the 
sleeve. In many ships helmets and white blouses have been 
and are permitted by commanding officers to be worn. It 
would therefore appear, Commodore Walker and other 
officers claim, that the proposed modifications are in the in- 
terest of economy, and will legalize changes which have 
become popular.

PORTLAND, OREGON. 


The troops from Vancouver Barracks, consisting of companies 
F, G, Land K, with the Regimental band, 21st Infantry, and Light

These bronzed boys 
of Uncle Sam presented an appearance of military power and dis 
cipline that awakened the awe and admiration of all beholders. 
Their neat uniforms and soldierly appearance reflected much 
credit on the officers in charge, and showed in a very favorable 
manner the reed upon which the country leans for support. This 
body of troops was followed by the grim harbingers of destruc- 
tion, Light Battery E, First Artillery, Major Franck E. Taylor, 
commanding.

J. O. McCurdy and Oo., of Philadelphia, have published 
an illustrated description of ‘‘ Naval Battles, Ancient and 
Modern,” by Edward Shippen, Medical Director U. 8. Navy. 
Its purpose is to present, in a py form, ‘an account of 
the important naval battles of all time, as well as of some 
combats of squadrons and single ships, which are interesting 
from the nautical skill and bravery shown in them.” Of 
ancient naval battles, we have a description of Salamis, B. C. 
480 ; Syracuse, B. C. 415, and Actium, B. C. 31. An interval 
of 1600 years here follows, and the next engagement de- 
scribed is that of Lepanto, A. D. 1571. An account of the 
Invincible Armada, 1588, succeeds, and we then pass to a de- 
scription of the famous contests between the vessels of Eng- 
land and Holland, and England and France, and England 
and the United States, commencing with the achievements 
of Blake and Van Tromp, 1652-3, and ending with a descrip- 
tion of the encounter of the Constitution with the Cyane 
and Levant, 1815. Navarino, 1827, Sinope, 1853, and Lissa, 
1866, follow, the last preceding, out of its chronological or- 
der, the description of the famous naval encounters of the 
civil war, viz.: the Monitor and Merrimac, New Orleans, the 
Atlanta and Weehawken, Kearsarge and Alabama, Mobile 
Bay, sinking of the Albemarle, and Fort Fisher. The three 
concluding chapters are devoted to a description of some na- 
val actions between Brazil, the Argentine Confederation, and 
Paragnay, 1865-8; the capture of the Huascar, October 8, 
1879, and the bombardment of Alexandria. Thirty full-page 
illustrations enliven the volume, besides which we have 
thirty-one smaller illustrations of galleys, war vessels, etc., 
showing the changes and improvements in naval architec- 
ture from the earliest times to the present. As this book is 
not intended for professional men, technicalities have been 
avoided, and an effort, and a very successful one, has been 
made, to set forth in striking colors the record of heroism 
by sea. Dr. Shippen’s volume will serve to occupy the win- 
ter evenings, in many a household, with those stories of naval 
battle which inflame the imagination of high-spirited lads, 
and develop that love of adventure and spirit of daring and 
enterprise upon which naval supremacy so much depends.

NICKERSON REPORTS HIS WHEREABOUTS. 
WaAsHINGTON, July 18, 1883, 


Tur morning mail of Saturday last brought to the War 
Department a letter from Maj. Nickerson. It was dated 
Philadelphia, July 12, and was addressed to the Adjutant- 
General of the Army. It is safe to say that this epistle was 
scanned with more interest than any other ved during 
the day. The Major desired to report his address, which | 
was simply Philadelphia, Pa. The surprising feature of 
the letter was that he called attention to his resignation 
accompanying his letter, but for some reason or other the 
resignation was not forthcoming. He said he had not held 
himself amenable to court-martial, but the intrusion of the 
public press into his private affairs impre+sed him with the 
advisability of retiring to private life. He made complsint 
about the stoppage of his pay as a retired officer of tho 
Army and requested to be allowed the amount due him. 

The War Department officials are keeping very quiet 
abont the recent developments in this case, and for this 
reason it is difficult to learn what the final result will be. 
Where the matter has been privately talked over it seemed 
to be the impression that the resignation of Maj. Nickerson 
would be accepted if received. It is also said that a quiet 
search is being made for him in Philadelphia andif found he 
will be brought to Washington and tried by Court-martial. 
Further developments are soon expected.

FROM THE PACIFICO STATION. 


VALPARAISO, CHILE, June 13, 1883, 

The navy of Ohile is engaged in doing blockade duty on 
the coast of Pera, acting as a naval support to garrisons, 
and supporting expeditions along the coast. Twoof the 
vessels are under repairs at Valparaiso, and ove, the Blanco 
Encalada, is having her battery changed at Valparaiso, 

The Chilian Navy consists of fifteen vessels, as follows : 
three ironclads, two corvettes, two guaboats, four converted 
merchant vessels, one transport, and three hulks or store- 
ships. Besides these vessels there have been two building 
in England: one, the Arturo Prat, just finished, been 
sold for £80,000, the cost having been £85,000 ; the Zsmér- 
uldo, the other vessel, is still in course of construction, and 
will bs more modern than the Prat; and the proceeds of 
the Prat will be used to build a vessel, armored, of course, 
and containing the latest improvements in naval construc- ‘ 
tion. : 

The Almirante Cochrane has had her battery c'! ed, ré- 
placing her old muzzle-loading Armstrong rifle guns or four 
9-inch breechloading rifled guus of 18 tons weight, and two 
of 7-inch of 714 tons of the same type and system. The 
same change is to be made in the battery of the Blanco, now 
here. , 

The Minister of Marine of Chile speaks of the fears that 
were entertained that this battery would be too heavy for 
the sides and decks of the ship, so that, by his order, trials 
were had on the Cochrane at Casma, Peru.

DEEP SEA SOUNDINGS. 


During the cruise of the United States corvette Enterprise 
from Norfolk, via the Cape de Verde Islands, to Cape Town, 
writes a correspondent of the N. Y. Telegram, the officers of 
the ship, under the direction of Commander A. 8. Barker, 
did considerable scientific work, the most important of which 
was under the charge of Lieutenant G. A. Norris, the navi- 
gator of the ship, and consisted of a series of deep sea 
soundings, in number fifty-nine, the first being taken some- 
where near mid-ocean, in latitude 35 deg. 35 min. North, 
longitude 28 deg. 54 min, West, the depth reached being 
2,854 fathom:. The spparatus used, though complicated, 
proved very efficient, and is known as Sigsbee’s improvement 
on Sir William Thompson's invention. The average time 
taken in making the casts was one hour, and they could only 
be taken in good weather and with smooth water. The 
second cast was made in latitude 31 deg. 12 min. North, 
longitude 42 deg. 35 min, West, when bottom was found at 
2,166 fathoms, or about two and a half miles deep. The 
specimen of the bottom obtained was gray ooze, composed 
of sand and minute shells. The second sounding was taken 
fourteen days prior to the arrival of the Znierprise at the 
Cape de Verdes, the first having been taken January 16, two 
weeks after the sbip left the United States. January 27 the 
third cast was made in 2,698 fathoms, but there was no 
change in the character of the bottom brought up, it being 
the same as in the first two. On January 28 the fourth cast 
was made in latitnde 26 deg. 47 min. North, longitude 31 
deg. 58 min. West, in a depth of 3,093 fathoms. Here the 
nature of the bottom entirely changed, being a red ooze 
formed of minute shells and mud. No more casts were 
taken until the Cape de Verde Islands were reached, when 
after leaving Porte Grande for Porte Praya a fifth cast was 
taken in 1,471 fathoms. The bottom here was found to be 
gray sand mixed with shells. The last cast was taken about 
three miles from the Island of St. Jago, in 1,061 fathoms, 
the character of the bottom being the same. After leaving 

Porto Praya the regular work commenced, soundings being 
made at intervals of about 100 miles. 

The results of these regular casts, so far as reported, 
were as follows :

specifications for building the machinery for the new cruis-

Dolphin.—Thera will be two compound, vertical, direct-acting 
screw engines of 2,300 indicated horse-power, the engines to have 
oue lh pressure cylinder of 42 inches diameter, and one low 
pressure cylinder of 78 inches diameter, having 48 inches stroke 
of piston. 

Each, cylinder is to be made with a double shell. There is to 
be one surface condenser having an aggregate cooling surface of 
4,500 square feet. The boilers are to be cylindrical, braced tor a 
working pressure of 100 pounds per square inch above the atmos- 
phere. ‘hey are to have an aggregate grate surface of 270 square 
jeot and an aggregate water-heatiny surface of about 6,600 square 
feet. They are to have internal cylindrical furnaces and horizon- 
tal fire tubes. There will be two single-end and two double-end 
boilers. Tue single-end boilers will have a diameter of 11 feet 
and a length of 9 feet, 6 incbes, and contain two furnaces each. 
The double.end boilers wiil have a diameter of 11 feet, and a 
Jength of 18 feet 3 inches, and contain four furnaces each, 
There will be a vertical steam-drum 7 feet, 6 inches in diameter, 
and 8 feet, Ginches high. There will be a Baird distiller of 2,000 
gallons capa ity per day, and two horizontal Blake steam-pumpa, 
each capable of delivering 1,000 gallons of water per minute, 

Boston and Atlanta.—Tohere will be three cylinde:, horizontal, 
back-acting compound screw engine of 3,500 indicated horse- 
power, The engine is to have one high-pressure cylinder of 
54 inches diameter and two low pressure cylinders of 74 inches 
diameter, and each to havea piston stroke of 42inches, Each 
cylinder will be steam-jacketed and provided with two main 
valves and two expansion valves. The crank-shaft is to be made 
in three sep interchangeable sections. There are to be two 
air and two circulating pumps ; there are to be two condensers 
placed above the air and circulating pumps; each will have a 
—. surtace of 4,000 square feet. There are to be eight boilers, 
divided into two groups, with fire rooms fore and aft between 
them and two smoke pipes. ‘The boilers will be 11 feet 8 inches 
in external diameter and 9 feet 9 inches long and will contain an 
aggregate of sixteen furnaces, 400 square feet of yrate and 10,064 
square feet of heating-surface. They are to work under a pres- 
sure of 90 pounds per square inch. The propeller will be of 
steel, with adjustable blades; its diameter will be 17 feet and its 
mean pitch 20 feet, or of such design as may be approved by the 
Naval Advisory Board. 

Chicago.—There will be two direct acting compound twin- 
screw beam engines of 5,000 horse-power. Each engine with its 
auxiliary machinery will be placed in a separate water-tight 
compartment, one forward of the other.

Received, New York, March 21, 1878, nine hundred and twenty- 
six dollars ($926.00). JUsTH AND Co., A. F., Jr. 


The case was on an appeal and the decision was given 
against the plaintiff on the ground that the traasaction for 
wkich the note was given was illegal and that there was no 
valid consideration for the giving and endorsement of the 
note. In delivering the opinion Mr. Justice Hagner said: | 
The parties to this suit were Gen. Custer, an Army officer, and 
Emil Justh and his partner, Frank, Wall street brokers. Gen. 
Custer is dead, baving met his death bravely among the savage 
foes of the nation, and his testimony is absent. Justn produces 
two letters and a note from Custer which are the only statements 
we have from the deceased respecting the transaction. It seems 
to us impossible to read these papers without being impressed 
with the idea that they refer to an illicit business, with which 
Custer was rather ashamed to be connected. If the indebtedness 
which had accumulated within the preceding seven months 
had been the result of legitimate transactions, as of the actual 
purchase of stock or other property, or the loan of money, Cus- 
ter would never hav.» used such language as this: “I have ac- 
knowledged to you verbally and in writing that I am indebted to 
you, and should you deem it your interest to resort to law, I 
will certainly, if placed upon the stand, acknowledge the same fact 
in open court, etc.”’ In the second lotter he says: ‘* The circum- 
stances under which this debt was contracted render my obliga- 
tion concerning it peculiarly binding, and I consider my honor 
pledged to effect the discharge of my indebtedness to you at the 
earliest date practicable.” 

Such language men use when speaking of the so-called “ debts 
of honor,” and not of their legitimate, ordinary money tran- 
sactions. 

The note of December, 1875, bears the same impress. It isin 
these words: “‘ My dear Justh: If you will do so, would like you 
to put a stock order on P. at 1.4 below the opening price, and to 
sell oue thousand L. S. with stop order 38 above opening price. 
If you do not feel disposed to do this please ¢rop me a line, and 
send it here by ger notc ed with your office. Yours, 
@. A.C.” The poor man showed more caution and strategy in 
this communication than he displayed in his last fatal campaign. 
Why should he ask Justh’s permission or consent to sell the 
stock, if he was really ordering his own property to be sold; and 
why such secrecy, that required that the reply should be brought 
by a messenger not connected with Justh’s office, ualess he was 
engsged in a gambling stock transactioa, which he was uawil- 
ling should be known? .. . 

During the six months of the speculation the profits credited 
to Custer amount to $552, and the broker's commissions to $1,840, 
and Custer’s net losses are stated at $8,578. The ayzregate of the 
stock transactions during this period appears to have been $339,- 
983. It appears that Caster was unable to pay the balance dus in 
December, 1875, and the dividend paid from his estate in 1878 on 
the claim, would indicate that it could not pay more than ten 
cents on the dollar. The disparity between the pecuniary ability 
of Custer and the immense amount of purchases and sales within 
half a year’s time, would certainly be regarded by business men 
as & circumstance in contradiction of the idea that be intended 
to make actual contracts so much beyoud his means of payment.

GUNNERY EXPERIMENTS AT ANNAPOLIS. 


Witu reference to the recent experiments with a steel gun 
at the Naval Experimental Battery, Annapolis, a correspon- 
dent of the N. Y. Herald, ** F,” (Lieut.-Comdr. Folger, ) says: 


There are good grounds for believing that the powder question 
for the new guns has been settled on at least as favorable a basis 
as obtains in foreign practice. English artillery experts consider 
the powder question the nearly ‘‘unknown quantity” in the ord- 
nance problem. Iu spite of ali modifications of its rate of burn- 
ing that have been so far accomplished—and much has been ac- 
complished—gunpowder occasionally behaves eccentrically, and 
guns sometimes goto pieces in a distressingly unaccountable 
manper, In the Evglish practice there is a record of a simulta- 
neous reading of sixty tons and thirty tons pressure per square 
inch in two gauges placed within two inches of each other. In 
our own practice a single pressure disk has been known toshow 
a double record, an indication that a first effort upon the gauge 
piston waa followed by asort of reflex action, which disturbed 
the position of the disk, and which was in turn succeeded by a 
second direct pressure. Artillerists call these curious effects the 
results of ‘“‘wave action’’ and “local pressares,”’ and have usu- 
ally modestly abstained from particularizing as to the cause. 
What is demanded in powder for large guns is, first, that its 
rate of combustion shall be uniformly constant, with constant 
weights of charge and projectile and equal conditions of projec- 
tile band. Second, that this rate of burning, at first slow to as- 
sure a safe and gentle start ot the projectile, shall have a pro- 
gressively increasing development, in order that the point of 
maximum pressure may be reached with the projectile as far 
down the muzzle toward the bore as possible. 

Besides furnishing the Ordnance Bureau with powder charac- 
teristics. suitable to the new high power guns, the question of 
the projectile band—that is to say, its method, position, material, 
and amount of forcing or excess of its diameter over tuat of the 
bore—have been determined. 

The importance of these details is little appreciated outside of 
the interested circles, but their correspondence to conditions is 
vital, perhaps, to the life of the gun, and ancient methods are ab- 
solutely useless with the modern high velocities. A variation in 
diameter or in hardness of band may institute ove of those bug- 
bear “wave pressures” referred to above, aud the accident, 
should one occur, would usually be laid at the door of the pow- 
der. The length and weight of the projectile has been one of the 
points to be developed. Messrs. Krupp and Whitworth favor 
long, heavy shel) or high * sectional density ’’—both illustrating 
opinion with practice—Mr. Krupp showing that for this reason 
his relatively lighter 40 centimetre gun is a more effective piece 
than the 80-ton guns of the Jn flexible, or the earlier 100-ton guns 
of the Italians. d 

The materials of which the projectiles are to be made is a point 
where American manufacturers—from a lack of experience— 
would presumably leave something to desire. Steel for armor 
jercing shell should not be ** too high ” or ** short,” as the pro- 
jectile will break up on impact; nor tvo * low,” as the energy 
will all be absorbed in distorting the shot. The gun at the ex- 
perimental battery drove a 75-lb. stee! projectile manuf«ctured 
by theMidvale steel works through 10 inches of iron and 20 
inches of oak backing without material change in dimensions. 
The methods of checking the gas at the breech and of igniting 
the charg» have been developed during the practice with satis- 
factory results. The carriage for the new guns designed on the 
short recoil principle has been tested by perhaps 50 rounds. The 
recoil of the piece, with its heaviest charge and projectile, has 
been checked in 16 inches. 

The ratio of the weights of charge and projectile which obtains 
in foreign practice has been reproduced—as, for example, in an ex- 
periment by Sir William Armstrong with a gua of the same cali- 
bre, which was furnished a muzzle velocity of 2,297 teet per sec- 
ond, with 21 tons pressure. At our experimental battery, 2,323 
feet per second was recorded, with but 13.2 tons pressure. A 68- 
Ib, projectile fired with a charge of less than half its weight tur- 
nishied a muzzle velocity of 2,120 feet per second, with a pressure 
of 14tons. This projectile shou!d have a range, the piece being at 
high elevation, of about 6 miles. : ; 
lt is to be regretted that the chamber of the gun is so sma 1 
that the modern ballistic conditions cannot be pertectly realized, 
and that the public and the service must for the present be con- 
tented with indications simply.

There remains but little in the way of experiments for this gun 
to accomplish which cannot be better developed in the new guns 
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which are nearing completion. It has cleared away many doubtful 
points, and for this, if for nothing else, should have a niche in the 
history of American naval ordnance as the bridge by which we 
crossed to better batteries, leaving behind us the antiquated 
smooth bore with which in all climes for so many years we have 
been the target for foreign ridicule.

**T will state, in answer to your question, that the companies 
of a battalion are not equalized at a review and inspection 
made by an officer of the Inspectcr-General’s Department.” 
Tbis is the bighest authority in the Army to be obtained 
on the question and should settle it at once, but to fully 
satisfy our friends who differ with us we will besides give 
them the opinion of an officer of the line, General R. B. 
Ayres, Col. 2d U. 8. Artillery, who happens to be also a camp 
commander. This officer says: ‘*On such occasions it is 
necessary that the Inspector shall see everything as it is— 
sball see each company just as it is. The equalization of the 
companies, therefore, should not be made."

THE NEW YORK STATE CAMP. 


THE 65TH REGIMENT AND THE 191TH, 38TH, 40TH AND 4lsT 
SEPARATE COMPANIES, 


Art the standing review previous to the inspection on Thurs- 
day, Jaly 12, the genera! steadiness of the commaad was fair, but 
there were many individuals all along the line, especially in the 
65th regiment who could not manage to remain motionless. The 
19th, 4ist and 38th Oompanies made the best showing in the 
order pamed—the 40th Company could not reach them. In the 
65th Regiment the 3d Company deserves the highest credit for 
general appearance, set up, iustruction, etc. The4lst Company, 
although iurnished with the State uniform, did turn out in dark 
blue blouses, which looked well aud were neatly fitted to the 
men, but were nevertheless not the proper thing for an official 
inspection. The 33th Company wore the State uniform and 
looked well. The other companies wore their fatigue blouses. 
The command passed in review with uneqgualized company 
fronts, as is proper; kept fair aliguments and distances and 
marched with a quite steady step. Saiutes by many officers 
were slow and swords badly handled, The t of the 
band was still very defective and remained so till the end; the 
drum-major evidently did not know when to begin the music and 
had to be told by Col. Waud.

Tne 
companies were permitted to go iuto the shade until their time 
forinspection arrived; no knapsacks were taken out, and each 
command was mustered and inspected at the same time, No 
cases of sickness occurred. Many company officers were en- 
tirely inexperienced in the rontine ot the inspection, and 
besides showed the same awkwardness in the handling of their 
swords as they did during the review. The “inspection ot 
arms *’ was asa genera! thing very awkwardly executed by the 
mep, although it is true that we noticed some creditable excep- 
tions. Equipments were fairly adjusted, but loose belts, dirty 
belt plates prevailed toa lerge extent. To teach the men how 
to take care of themselves and their own equipments and arms 
1s one of the principal objects of this camp, but the appearance 
of raany companies would indicate that this matter had not 
been properly looked alter. The separate companies in this as 
well as in all other cases which havo come under our notice in 
camp were generally better uniformed, instructed and managed 
than those of the regiment, the Poughkeepsie compsny especially 
showing an example cf promptness, neatness and military bear- 
ing which it would be well for the rest to imitate. We under- 
stand that the 653th brought to camp an immense portion 
of crude material, and, of course, we have made allowances for 
this in iticising the reg t. We statedin last week's 
JounnaL that it was not the best course to take, 
to tura out for parades, battalion drills, etc., such large num 
bers of men, who were still unacquainted with the first rudi- 
ments of the squad drill, many of whom had never felt the weight 
of a musket, and we now repeat that the squad was the proper 
place for these men, and it more extensive arrangements for their 
preliminary instruction had been made and carried out, the ap- 
pearance of the regiment would not only have been much im- 
proved on the spot, but fature instruction could be carried out 
on amore solid basis than is now the case. There has never 
been acommand in camp which needed instruction more than 
the 65th; there has also never been a command which behaved 
better and was more anxious to learn, In irills and parades, a 
quite satisfactory result has been achieved, and if the experience 
gained here is utilized iu the future, there is no doubt but that 
t benefit will accrue to the regiment from this encampment. 

a guard and sentry duty, salutes, courtesies, etc., the improve- 
ment has only been individual—the general status of the regi- 
ment in this respect is no higher than on the first day of reach- 
ing camp. A deal of the blame for the want of progress 
reste with the subaltern offi and captains, who doubtless did 
not that attention to the instruction of the men which the 
subject demands, A large number of the officers just mentioned 
were hardly better posted than the men in this respect. Gener- 
erally speaking, the non-commissioned officers were of an infe- 
rior quality—the men did not pay them proper respect, and in 
the majority of cases they did not know how to enforce it.

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THE NINTH REGIMENT. 


With the arrival of this command on Saturday afternoon, 
July 14, the fifth week of the encampment was initiated. The 
65th Regiment had left earlier in the day, and the 9th found the 
camp in charge of the 19th Separate Company, Capt. W. Hauben- 
nestel, which had kept on a small guard with a few sentries at 
the most important posts, the principal part of the company 
being as usual drawn up near the entrance for the reception otf 
the incoming command, which was in the customary manner 
preceded by its guard. In regard to the iatter, we hoped that in 
view of the experience of the preveding regiments and the ac- 
counts of their proceedings and the criticisms made thereon, we 
should this time be spared the task of recording the same blun- 
ders and defects which we have been compelled tocomment upon 
on the arrival of nearly every guard which have made their 
appearance here, but as soon as they had taken their position on 
the right of the handtul of men to be relieved, it became plain 
that this guard hai not learned much. They all seemed excited 
aad nervous, and after some unaccountable delay some one of 
the ojd guard suggested that it would be best to start relieving 
the sentries, whereupon & non-commissioned officer was orde 
* to take a file’ (whatever that may mean). However, without 
dividing the guard properly into reliefs, a number of men 
stepped out, and without taking off their knapsacks, hav k 
and canteens, and without previously relieving number one ac- 
cording to custom, the relief started out. Having marched some 
distance, it occurred to somebody that number one ought to be 
relieved, when one of the men remarked, “ I guess I’|] take that,” 
upon which proposition the relief was halted and the new man 
took his post. That is the way this guard started iu, and this 
being sufficient for us as a sample, we did not care to watch the 
proceedings of this “relief” any further, Later in the evening, 
however, we noticed that the men were on post without their 
knapsacks, and it is further just to say that three or four sentries 
wbom we had occasion to pass during the night challenged 
properly, but in advancing they would persist in adding, “the 
countersign is correct.” It was erroneous to turnish number 
one with the countersiga, as was here tiie case. While on the 
subject of guard duty we may as wel! describe the guard mount- 
ing on the next (Sunday) morning. The march on was defective, 
several of the details performing a lot of aimless countermarches 
in tront and in rear of the line, and when the first detail made a 
halt it had formed perpendicularly to the line, The remaining 
details arrived siowly, the first sergeants in nearly every case 
failing to close the rear rank to the right.

changed direction one behind the other, and the second, after 
considerable shouting, came up on the left of the first by length- 
ening their step, The first platoon should haye been ordered to 
mark time as the only way to rectify the blunder properly. The 
relieviag at the guardhouse was full of detects. The officers of 
the day, who were too close on the heels of the guard, received 
the presents intended for the guards themselves, everybody was 
excited and nervous, the relief started out with both corporals 
at support arms, and during the whole tedious arrange- 
ment of the preliminaries the guards were both kept at carry 
arms, nobody seeming to have sense wnough to bring the men to 
the order. - 

The sentry duty on Sunday was the worst we have seen: 
there seemed to be no supervision whatever; the men did 
as they pleased, and carried themselves and their arms ip the 
most negligent manner imaginable, Salutes were very defective 
the men lounged in all conceivable shapes, and we even noticed 
that one sentry turned over his musket to another, end walked 
twenty or thirty yards away from his post to ths water barrel 
the other man being meanwhile encumbered with two muskets. 
Such negligence has never come under our notice, and it would 
hardly seem possible that any preliminary instruction could 
have taken place. Lax as were the silutes of the guard, the con- 
dition of the general command in this respect was worse. That 
privates should de ignorant in this respect may be excusable but 
when non-commissioned officers fail to pay proper respect to su- 
periors, then the instruction of the command must be entirely 
defective. On Sunday we passed around the whole command 
with Gen. Wylie, and met numerous sergeants with stripes coy- 
ering their arms almost from shoulder to wrist, yet none of them 
paid any more attention to the General than if he had been a 
post, and other officers met with similar experience. There was 
a good deal to learn for this command in order to reach the 
standard of other organizations—that was a plain fact. 

In looking for the reason for this state of affairs, we learn that 
no preparatory instruction for the camp, witi exception of one 
driliin guard-mounting two days before the departure of the 
regiment, had taken place, and that none of the field 
and staff officers, with exception of the Inspector of 
Rifle Practice, Captain G. Heary Witthaus, had paid auy 
visits to the camp with the view of becoming acquainted with 
its arrangements and requirements. It is no wo.der, therefore 
that matters turned out as they did. Hvre on Saturday afternoon 
the men could be seen lounging around the parade-ground 
instead of drawing their camp equipage and making themselves 
comfortable, At dress parade no quartermaster’s stores had been 
procured, a matter which should be the first consideration after 
after arriving in camp, and which had been attended to by all 
the other regiments immediately on their arrival. It was nearly 
11 Pp. M. on this occasion when the issue of the camp equipage 
and other stores was completed, much to the annoyance of the 
officers of the department. Tue subsistence arrangements were 
as defective, and the commissary evidently had neglected every 
opportunity to make himself acquainted with his duties. The 
commands not only lacked punctuality at meals, but the super- 
vision by the Subsistence Department of the mess hall was 
taulty,so that many of the men of the last companies failed to 
get seats, while in the upper end of the mess hall a large number 
of seats were unoccupied. This condition continaed through 
Sunday, in fact 1t was even worse, for at one of the mealsa whole 
company failed to find seats. The arrangements of the tables 
and seats in the mess hall was just the same as on all previous 
occasioas, every regiment which had been here had been satis- 
factorily accommodated, including the 7th, and it is reasonable 
to assume that what is good enough for the latter should satisty 
the 9th. Somewhat more regularity in this respect was obtained 
at supper on Sunday. 

The first military exhibition was the dress parade on Saturday 
evening with a front of 12 companies, Capt. Cusack’s 6th Separate 
Cow pany being divided into two halves and posted on the right 
and left of the battalion. The beginning was late, and when it 
was over it was almost dark. The adjutant’s call bad been soun- 
ded and the band had played quite a while before the color com- 
pany made its appearance, a fact which, at the time, seemed 
strange, as this company (Capt. Walton’s) is not only the largest, 
but also the most efficient and most ably commanded organiza- 
tion in the regiment. We learned afterwards, however, that just 
at the moment of starting one of the men in the centre dropped 
down in a fit; this accident not only created confusion in the 
ranks, but also necessitated a repetition of the counting off. We 
should like to know under what authority the general guides (at 
least the right one) were put on the line, or why, as long as put 
there, they did not mark the line correctly, The adjutant sesmed 
to bave considerable trouble in dressing his line, and there was 
altogether too much noise during the formation. Several guides 
badly posted. The 1st sergeant on the right made the mistake of 
unfixing bayenet before inverting his piece, but as he belonged 
to the separate company and probably has had but little oppor- 
tunity to practice this ceremony, his mistake is pardonable. The 
line did not preserve the required steadiness, and the bund com- 
mitted the mistake of halting when passing trom the common to 
the quick time. The manual, with the exception of the separate 
company, was not gcod, The place ot the officer of the day at 
retreat is with his guard, and not in command of his company on 
parade—a matter to which we have called attention before. At 
night the camp was not as quiet as required by regu ations. The 
only military exercise on Sunday was the guard-mounting de- 
scribed above; in the afternoon a violent rainstorm discharged 
itself over the camp, which continued during the night, and 
made parade an impossibility, and this concludes the record of 
the regiment up to Monday, July 16, its first real working day. 

This work consisted of a few company drills, the usual rifle 
practice, and a battalion drill. The latter, although limited toa 
small variety in the morements, was quite fair, taken as a whole. 
Officers, however, frequently got out of position, but, on general 
principles, they, as well as the guides, seemed as well posted as 
is the case in most other regiments, The principal faults were 
bad distances and general raggedness in column of fours, and dis- 
regard of wheeling point in changes of direction. Guard-mount- 
ing was improved, but sentry duty remained very defective. 
Dress parade, with exception of want of knowledge on the part 
of guides and file closers in regard to the execution of maaual 
was also better than on that of the first night, Regulations as to 

uietness after taps were to a large extent disregarded, The next 

ay, Tuesday, may be regarded as a blank so far as drills are con- 
cerned. A few companies practiced in the morning, and a num- 
ber of men were put through the practice at the butts, but bat 
talion drill was suspended on account of the extremely hot 
weather, with the intention of having it in the evening. How- 
ever, a heavy rain storm, which deluged the camp during the 
latter part of the day, and only ceased long enough to permit the 
execution of dress parade, prevented the drill, Guard-mounting 
was performed by the 6th Company in hardsome style. The pa- 
rade looked well, although officers overdid the matter somewhat 
by marching off the ground in column of twos, which is neither 
customary nor necessary. An order was published suspending 
the warrapts of color-bearer and acting color-bearer for forty- 
eight hours, and directing them to perform duty with their com- 
panies as privates as puvishment for some irregularity. This 
seemed a unique proceeding, To what company does the color- 
bearer belong, and what does the suspension of a non-commis- 
sioned officer’s warrant mean? If it means reduetion to the 
ranks, then it would require a new warrant in order to empower 
them to resume their non-commissioned officer's duties, and this 
new warrant could, at least in the case of the acting color-bearer, 
not be issued without a new election, On the morning report of

Immediately after inspection a complimentary re- 
view was tendered to Gov. Cleveland, who was accompanied by 
the general staff officers at camp, in full uniform. The passage 
was quite good with the exception of distances, and when the 
command wheeled into line some officers dressed their com pan- 
ies to the right and some to the left, which lett a large gap in the 
line on the right of the color company. This interval was not 
corrected during the dress parade. which was executed immediate- 
ly after the review, as could have been done very easily. The dress 
parade looked quite handsome, but guides and file closers were 
still confased as to the execution of the manual. The echelon 
movement in marching off seemed not yet quite understood. 
Guard-mount fair, and wheel by platoonsintoline good. Salutes 
by sentries better, but erroneously carried out till taps. Some 
of the men on post said they had received instructions to this 
effect. Challenging after taps better attended to than duties in 
day time, but altogether too much calling for the corporal. A 
continual shout was kept up, and it would at least take a 
dozen corporals to attend to all the calls. The behavior of the 
men in camp in day time is good; after taps they are, however, 
very noisy, and this was particularly the case during Wednesday 
night. Military courtesies during the day were still very lax, 
and attendance at meals irregular. Gov. Oleveland, who left the 
camp about 7 Pp. M., on Thursday, was escorted to the depot by 
the fie!d and staff mounted. This closes the record of the regi- 
ment up to Thursday evening, and in summing it up there is no 
other conc!usion to be arrived at than that the progre’s and suc- 
cess so far is unsatisfactory. Progress is only individual, the 
general status of the command is below the standard—a fact 
which is generally attributed to apathy on the part of the offi- 
cers, the material of the regiment being as good as the general 
average. What progress has been made in military bearing, 
salutes, etc., is to alarge part due to the excellent example of 
the Troy company. 


THE SIXTH SEPARATE COMPANY. 


This company generally known as the ‘Troy Citizen Corps,” 
commanded by Capt. Jas. W. Cusack, has been attached to the 9th 
Regiment for its week’s camp tour, arriving on Saturday P. M., 
July 14. It needed but little observation to demonstrate its 
general excellence. The soldierly bearing of the men, their firm 
swinging step during their march into camp, their admirable 
discipline in the mess hall, and the business-like, prompt manner 
in which they completed their arrangements immediately on 
arrival, showed at once that the organization ranks far above the 
average, and that it is managed under a well regulated system. 
The company was incorporated in the National Guard in 1877, up 
to which time it had been an independent organization, and in the 
reorganization of the Guard in 1881 it retained its designation as the 
6th Separate Company. It numbers at present 103 members, ail of 
a superior order of intelligence, and belonging to the best social 
class of Troy, where the company occupies a position similar to 
that of the 7th Regiment in New York. 

It is exceeding!y well drilled both in marching and the manual, 
andits appearance resembles that of a regular company more 
than any National Guard organization which has come under our 
notice. On the first parade, although split up into two halves 
posted on the right and left of the line, its trim appearance, the 
steadiness of the men, and the excellent and uniform cadence of 
the manu»l contrasted favorably with that of the balance of the 
command, and the soldierly, respectful bearing of the men, and 
their universally prompt and correct salutes won for it the favor- 
able opinion of all from the very beginning. They made mistakes 
from the 1st sergeant down, but these were of a minor nature, 
and the men are sufficiently intelligent when an error is pointed 
out to them not to repeat it. The company was not required to 
march on its regular daily guard detail, but on Tuesday, July 17, 
furnished ,the entire guard, marching on guard mounting 
divided into four details, and executing the ceremony, with the 
exception of a few unimportant mistakes, in as handsome a man- 
ner as has ever been witnessed here. Thesentry duty during the 
twenty-four hours’ tour duty was equal to the best performance 
at this camp. 

The men were closely questioned during the night as to their 
orders and duties, and the answers rendered were highly satis 
factory under the circumstances. There was no unnecessary 
calling for the corporal and when such calls were made the tone 
of voice was no louder than was necessary in order to be heard 
by the next sentry. 

The company was mainly exercised in skirmish drills which 
was the very thing requirod, their drill in the manual and achool 
of the company being entirely up to the standard, and good 
enough for all practical purposes, as well as for show. The com- 
pany records are very fulland kept im uniform and handsome 
style. The men, although they did things generally very 
thoroughly, went about it very quietly, and everything was done 
in asoldierly, gentlemanly manner. Their full dress uniform is 
red, similar to the British, but here in campa dark single- 
breasted frock coat with dark and sometimes white pants was 
worn, which looked very solid. The only ornaments are brass 
shoulder scales of the same pattern as formerly worn in the 
Army by sergeants. The uniform contrasted favorably with the 
red trimmed swallow tail dress coat of the 9th, which latter looks 
more like a band uniform than that of a practical soldier. The 
appearance of the officers is marred by the addition of a bunch 
of black cocks-feathers on top of their white summer helmets. 
As this looka positively ridiculous we advise them to take the 
feathers off. 

The company stood a very creditable inspection, the men are 
well set up, their clothing fits properly, their accoutrements are 
clean and well adjusted, their movements are quick, snappy and 
regular, and they have succeeded iu establishing the reputation 
of a first class organization. It was hardly fair to split them up 
on every occasion of ceremony.

Is Tats tHe Reason Wux?—A correspondent writes 
us as follows: I wish to call your attention to rather a 
peculiar fact, and would like your opinion of its cause. The 
regiment of the 2d Division, N. G. 8. N. Y., which have 
been ordered to the State camp last year as well as this year, 
have all suffered much more from heat and exhaustion than 
the regiment from the 1st Division. Last year 80 men of 
the 234 Regiment were prostrated from the heat during 
their brief march from their armory to the boat. The 47th 
Regiment had nearly half of its men prostrated during in- 
spection; and this year the 18th Regiment has over a score 
of men ae under a not unusually hot sun. The regi- 
ments of the ist Division suffered much less. The 22d had 
not a single man overcome; the 7th had none; the 8th, 11th, 
and 12th but one or two each; the 71st but one. Does this 
go to prove that the ist Division is composed of better 
material than the 2d? I think it does. The whole trouble 
is there is never any physical examination of recruits, as 
there certainly ought tobe. It would be much better if 
every man had to stand an examination. It would undoubt- 
edly reduce the strength of all the regiments, but would in 
the end redound to the benefit of all, making them much 
more efficient than at present, What are your views ?

PENNSYLVANIA. 


Ir has already been stated in the JournaL that the National 
Guard of Pennsylvania will this year go into encampment by 
brigade. The entire force will bein camp at one time during 
the week from August 11 toAugust 18. To find asuitable loca- 
tion was the great trouble, especially for the 2 Brigade, General 
Beaver. It is now settled, however, that the 2d will go to Con- 
neaut Lake in the northwestern part of the State. The 3d will 
encamp at Williamsport, and the 1st at Phoenixville, about 
twenty-seven miles trom Philadelphia, The annual inspection 
by the Adjutant-General will take place in the lst Brigads August 
13. The 2d Brigade will be inspected August 16 and 17, and the 
31 Brigade August 14and15. The hours of inspection for the 
several commands will be announced in orders irom brigade 
headquarters, As the Governor will review the Ist Brigade on 
Monday, August 13, it would seem that but little time is to be 
given to the inspection ot this brigade, and at the best the 
troops will have a hard day’s work of it. 

In the 1st Brigade six men from each company and six for each 
regimeutal and battalion headquarters, with their respective 
quartermasters and quartermaster-sergeants, are ordered to re- 
port to the brigade quartermaster at Phoenixville on Friday, 
August 10, at 9 a. M., forthe purpose of pitching tents, etc., for 
the several commands, 

On the evening of July 13th, the Eighteenth Regiment of Pitts- 
burg, held another street drill and dress parade on the wharf, 
under the glare of the numerous electric lights along the land- 
ing. Thore was a great improvement in many respects over the 
previous efforts of the past two months. The attendance was 
the largest they have yet had, 203 enlisted men, eight companies, 
The movements showed a snap and vim that were lacking be- 
fore, On arriving at the wharf, aiter a short rest, line was quick- 
ly tormed, Lt.-Col. Smith in command. During the dress parade 
(before the Adjutant had turned the command over) the Lt.-Col. 
interrupted him, by giving the command “Arms port, forward 
guide centre, march.’’ This seemed to be an uncalled for, as 
well as sudden notion of the officer in command, his object being 
to force the crowd back, which was too close for the proper dis- 
play and facilities of the movements. As the lookers on had 
crowded up too close before the start for the tormation for the 
dress parade, it wouid have been better to have had the people 
retired first, and not interrupted the movement as it created con- 
siderable confusion, not only among the auditors, but also in 
the battalion, who seemed not to comprehend the order. One 
full company did not come to “ arms port” but marched up the 
wharf at * carry,’’ as did also some individual members ix other 
companies. Tue forward movement was fairly executed, but on 
wheeling about by fours, there was considerable mixing up and 
confusion in both wings. At the halt much distance was lost in 
the left wing, in the last wheel of “ fours right about,” the ne- 
cessary promptness and uniformity in the companies was lack- 
ing, these being simple movements which are continually prac- 
ticed in their armories. The lack of prompt compreheusiou of 
the commands by the men as wellas some of the line officers, 
goes to show how badly the regiment needs instruction in bat- 
talion drills, instead of continually sticking to practice of forms 
of ceremony of the simpler movements of street parades, aud as 
many of the line officers have been but recently promoted and 
lack experience, they canuot start their battalion drills any too 
soon. Non-commissioned officers are also sadiy in need of in- 
struction, as they never carry out the instructions laid down in 
the tactics in regard to the manual of arms, and in’ reporting. 
We noticed one sergeant salute, drop his hand and after making 
his report, salute again. After the dress parade while marching 
down 5th Avenue, we saw several first sergeants carry their 
Pieces at right shoulder with the comapny while the left guides 
were at carry or supportarms. Ason previous evenings some 
of the companies wore no gloves, but the remedy has been ap- 
plied, as the Lt.-Col. instructed the officers to see thatall the men 
were provided with gloves at the next drill. The manual of arms 
wos a vast improvement anda surprise to observers of previous 


ping hands promptly and jerking aside of the head. Another 
movement where room for great improvement can be made is 
“support arms,”’ which is executed very ragged and dress of 
pieces is very poor. This regiment will give an exhibition dress 
parade and guard mount at the Exposition grounds on the even- 
ing of July 24th, charging twenty five cents admission fee. 

The Second Brigade, Brigadier-General Jas. A. Beaver com- 
manding, have been ordered into camp at Oonneaut Lake, on 
August 10th. 

The 14th Regiment N. G. P., of Pittsburgh, held a dress parade 
and street drill on the evening of July 17. The headquarters of 
this regiment is in Pittsburgh, but the companies are scattered 
in various directions. About one-haif are quarteredin the city 
and the rest are located in the suburbs and rural towns, near the 
city, Although ordered out early, it was long after 8 o’clock 
before the regiment was formed on Liberty street, foot of 5th 
avenue, for dress parade, which, by the way, is a very poor place 
for a ceremony of this kind, as there is mot room enough for 
regiment and spectators. Through the kindness of a friend of 
the regiment electric lights were brought into play to throw 
light on the ‘‘subject.” They were accompanied by the regi- 
mental band and Post 3G. A. R.drum corps. Two hundred and 
eighteen enlisted men were in line, This is the first time for 
several years that this regiment has made a parade in the city, 
never getting all the companies together except on the way to 
camp or other trip. The formation for the dress parade was 
rather slow, as was to be expected for the firsttime. Adjutant 
Lacock, however, proved himself fully up to all requirements, 
Some blunders were noticed, but we pass them over and make 
allowance for circumstances. The manual was fairly executed. 
We would suggest to Col. Gray to take the regiment down to the 
Levee where there is plenty of room for all, tor either battalion 
drill or ceremonies. After the dress parade the regiment made a 
parade through the principal streets. Tne movements, marching 
and manual were very poor and slow at first, but after the boys 
got warmed up to their work they made considerable improve- 
ment in their wheelings by company, etc. We hope to see them 
out again soon. We think it would be advisable to take what 
city companies they have and practice once or twice a week in 
battalion movements.

THE INTERNATIONAL MATCH. 


Tue interest of the rifle meeting at Wimbledon this vear 
centres in the International match, the first stage of which 
was shot on Friday. As the match was not vompleted until 
Saturday we are unable to report tho result this week. The 
first day's shooting tesulted iu a triumph for the Americans, 
who were eight points ahead at the three distances. The 
shooting was done in rounds, the contestants firing seven 
shots each at 200, 500, and 600 yards. The match began at 
12.12 p. m. in the rain, which continued falling during the 
shooting at the first two ranges. Still, the light was good. 

In the firing at 500 yards, Lowe, of the British team, and 
Hinman, of the Americans, made 35—the highest possible 
score. 

Dods, of the English riflemen, in bis second shot at this 
range made four oa the wrong target, and was credited with 
a ‘‘miss”—the first in the match. 

This was offset by a bull’s-eye on the wrong target by 
Dolan, of the American team, at 600 yards. 

McVittie (British) started badly at 600 yards. He made 
‘‘magpies” io his first two shots. Van Meusen’s (American) 
last shot at 600 yards was a miss. 

The match was open to teams of 12 men on each side, re- 
spectively representing the Volunteers of Great Britain and 
the National Guards of the United States of America—the 
members weariug the uviform of the corps of their respec- 
tive nationalities. The distances were 200, 500, and 600 yds, 
in one day, and 800, 900, aud 1,000 yards on another day, 
seven rounds beiug fired per man at each range. The posi- 
tions were: Standing at 200; prone or sitting at 500 and 600; 
and any at 800, 900, and 1,000 yards. The conditions of the 
match any military breechloader coming within the rales of 
the National Rifle Association of Great Britain. to be used, 
and prohibits cleaning or wiping out of rifles except between 
ranges.

In the contest July 17 for the Queen’s Prize Sergt. McKay, 
of the ist Sutherland Regiment, was the victor. 

The National Challenge Trophy was competed for July 16 
by teams representing England, Scotland, Ireland and Wales. 
Each team consisted of twenty men, who fired seven shots 
each at 200, 500 and 600 yards, 

Scotland won, making a total score of 1,895. 

England scored 1,769, Ireland scored 1,695, and Wales 
scored 1,689. 

The two days’ contest among the American team for the 
cup, and £50 presented specially for their competition, re- 
sulted in the victory of Van Heusen by a score of 172, hb. p. 
8. 210. The two next highest, Joiner and Hinman, tied with 
a score of 169. Denman retired ill after shooting at all the 
ranges but that at 600 yards. 

In shooting for the St. Leger prize at Wimbledon, five of 
the contestants, including Hinman, of the American team 
and Young and Gibbs, of the English team, made 
scores—-48 out of a possible 50. In skooting off the ties Hi 
man made the highest score and was awarded the prize. 
In shooting at Hounslow, July 13, the American riflemen 
fired seven shots each at 200, 500, 600, 800 and 1,000 vards.

Coronet Ivers, of the Army, who is now on trial by 
Court-martial at St. Paul on a charge of selling dupli- 
eate drafts on the War Department for his pay to dif- 
ferent banks, pleads ‘‘ not guilty,” and it remains to be 
seen whether his defence is to be direct or technical.

It is not pleasant to see a high Army officer on trial 
in ¢his way for a shameful offence, or. another com- 


ajor Wasson was. It is not a spectacle to flatter 
national pride. As a people we have been proud of the 
of our little Army, and have believed that a 
high standard of honor was universal there. There has 
been a tradition, which many accepted, that dishonor in 
money matters had not been known in the service, and 
one of the arguments used iu favor of the transfer of 
the Indian Bureau to the War Department was that the 
stealing of the Indian Agents would stop, because a 
‘West Point graduate could not commit fraud. The re- 
cent disclosures concerning the Army have shown those 
wh.» did not know it before tbat human uature is human 
nature, even under an officer’s coat. All the traditions 
of an honorable service, and all the incentives of ambi- 
tion, have not been sufficient to keep military men from 
yice and fraud and crime. Without any desire to ex- 
ag,erate the extent of the evils made known in the re- 
cent disclosures affecting Army officers, we venture to 
say that there has been a condition of things in the 
service which the public has not fully realized. It is 
no‘orious that the practice of gambling has prevailed 
among officers, not only in Washington but elsewhere. 
Almost every Army scandal of recent years has grown 
out of it. The regulation forbidding a disbursing officer 
to bet or gamble bas been, notoriously, a dead letter. 
There have been other offences quite as destructive of 
the .noral tone of the service, and discipline has cer- 
tainly not been helped when officers, who have been 
suspended, have succeeded through personal and social 
dofiuences in getting a remission of their punishment. 
iHow was the commandant of a Western post to exact 
full discipline of his officers by day if he regularly gam- 
bled with them at night? With what grace could the 
ations be enforced among the lower grades of offi- 
cers, when it was known that they were being steadily 
violated in some of the upper grades ? 

Exposure is usually the first step toward reform. The 
hone'rable men who make up a great majority of the 
officers of our Army, and who want to see all demorali- 
zation in the Service arrested, must be glad of the dis- 
closures that bave been made, humiliating as they may 
be, and glad of the prosecutions, and glad of the pun- 
igivments to follow. Fortunately military justice is 
stern, and the men who have d the Army are 
likely to feel its full weight. It may be also, that public. 
sentimext is growing more constant in its severity 
toward devaulters in general. The terms in which the 
Governor of Jilinois refuses the application fora pardon 
to Angell, the Pullman Palace Car defaulter, certainly 
show a healthy congjtion of sentiment in the Executive 
Chamber of that State, Angell had all the reasons at 
his back which usually wig pardons. He was well 
educated, had a good social ing, excellent business 
eapacity, and hagts of friends. Goyernor Hamilton 
suggests that these ere the strongest possible reasons 
why he should never have committed the crime, apd, 
therefore, why he should serve his sentence out to the 
fast hour.
